SOME MUSEUM SKETCHES. 



We resume this month our series of sketches of historic ceramics, glass, metal, etc., from the South Kensington Museum and other 
famous collections of Europe. The selections are made and the sketches drawn by Mr. E. W. Poley, of London. 





NO. 1.— CANDIANA BOTTLE, SEVENTEENTH CENTURV. 

In No. 1 is represented one of a pair of gourd- 
shaped enamelled earthenware bottles, having a long 
neck encircled by a projecting ring. It is painted 
with flowers, in two shades of blue and yellow, on a 
cream ground, in imitation of Persian ware. The 
style is Italian (Candiana), and the date is the seven- 
teenth century. The height of the bottle is fourteen 
and a half inches. It is in the South Kensington Mu- 
seum, London. 



NO. 6.— VENETIAN GLASS, SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

A clear glass bulb shaped bottle, decorated with 
opal colored vertical lines and waved latticinio work. 
The height is six and three-eight inches, the diameter 
of the bulb-shaped body being three inches. The style 
is seventeenth century Venetian, and was acquired for 
the South Kensington Museum from the Bandivel 
collection. 




NO. 6.— BRONZE CANDLESTICK. 

One of a pair of very fine bronze candlesticks, 
designed after the form of a dwarf vase, supported by 
three long curved legs, which issue from the mouths 
of three characteristic dragons' heads, the legs finally 
resting on a circular base. The style is old Japanese, 
and stands thirteen inches high, the diameter of the 
base being four and one-eighth inches. From South 
Kensington Museum, London. 




NO. 3.— FAENZA WARE, ABOUT 1,500. 

No. 3 is an enamelled earthenware drug bottle. 
This bottle is painted with strong dark blue lines, the 
filling in to the diaper decorations is in alternate colors 
of orange and blue on a creamy ground. The style is 
Italian (Faenza), date about 1,500 ; dimensions about 
twelve inches high, eight and a quarter inches diameter. 
From South Kensington Museum, London. 



A spherically shaped amphora glass vase, No. 4, is 
very richly decorated with alternate yellow and dark 
blue colored wavy rings, on a turquoise ground ; the 
handles are light blue ; height about four and a half 
inches. In South Kensington Museum, London. 




NO. 8.— SILVER CASTER, FRENCH, EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 

In No. 8 we have one of a pair of silver casters, 
with cover, ornamented with repousse - worked gar- 
lands, etc., and medallion heads, beaded, and other 
rich decoration. The style is French (Autuo), date 
the second half of the eighteenth century ; height 
eight and three-quarter inches, diameter three and 
five-eight inches. Bought for the South Kensington 
Museum from the "Bond" collection for £50 the pair. 
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
